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identify the plant, a specimen was sent tn Mr. C. A. Weatiierhv, who 
very kindly reports as follows: “ Horippu (iiiiphihia (L.) Be.ss.—Except 
for one old record, now proved erroneous, the only American locality 
for this species is on tlu* St. Lawnmet* River, near Montn'al, where it 
grows luxuriantly in shallow water (Brother Marie-Victorin).” 

At the Ridgefield station for this plant none of tin* plants were 
growing in water. Some in fact W(‘re on very dry soil, though near a 
ditch. Two po.ssil)le means of introduction suggest th(*m.selves. A 
railroad runs within a hundred yanls of the colony while on the op¬ 
posite side is a newly established nursery.— Leo.v.vri) J. Bk.\dley, 
Wilton, Conn. 


Pedicitl.^ris l.\brai)oric.\. —It seems to have been gtmerally over¬ 
looked that the boreal species, which is ri'gularly passing as Prdicu- 
lariK (uphrasioUlcs Stephan in Willd. Sp. PI. iii*. 204 (ISOl), has an 
earlier and valid name which should he revived. The species was 
published and clearly illustrated in Houttuyn, Pflanzensyst. viii. 39, 
t. 57C (1782). When he took up Stephan’s manuscript-name, Willde- 
now knew of P. laImKiorica, which he treated as an ,\mt‘rican variety 
of the Asiatic species of Stephan, as “ P. {labradorica)'' . I have not 
seen the Stephan material, hut the Sil)erian plant is usually considered 
identical with the American. The latter, at least, should he called 
P. L.\BR.\DORicA Houttuyn (1782) rather than /^. ruphra.'iioidrs
